Are too eager to obtnin-customers and cannot 
endure to make themselves obnoxious, orto 
be the pivots of discussion apt to become | 
heated.” The Spectator also remarks that 
the right of punishing criminal negligence 
in fires exists in a very sbarp form jn French 
law. Negligence skould also be punishable 
here, To some extent the principle is in 
aperalion in England,’ where persons are 
liable to fine for allowing their chimneys to 
stake fire. Any. provision of law esleulated 
to induce peoplato exercise greater cure in 
the use of fire must necessarily reduce the
